ILLUSTRATING  THE  PORTION  OF  THE  PLANT 
USED  IN  PROPAGATING 


Every  cutting  we  take  is  a  side  shoot'  from  a 
flowering  stem  on  a  healthy  and  prolific  plant. 
Neither  dormant  bottom  shoots  nor  weak  and 
inferior  top  shoots  are  taken.  In  the  above  pic¬ 
ture  the  three  center  shoots,  which  are  numbered, 
would  be  used  and  the  top  and  bottom  shoots 
would  be  discarded. 

These  cuttings  are  taken  by  thoroughly  experi¬ 
enced  men  from  the  plants  in  the  green-houses. 
No  cuttings  are  taken  in  the  bunching  room, 
and  only  our  most  skillful  men  are  permitted  to 
perform  this  vital  operation. 

After  the  cuttings  are  selected,  they  are  prop¬ 
erly  prepared,  disinfected  and  placed  in  sharp, 
clean  sand  where  they  are  carefully  watched 
until  the  root  system  is  adequately  developed. 
Mr.  Sim  himself  performs  this  very  important 
work.

Noted  for  its  pure  color,  its  strong  stem  and  its 
complete  freedom  from  splitting.

Can  easily  be  used  in  place  of  pure  yel¬ 
low  carnations.  The  stems  are  exceptionally 
strong,  the  calyx  almost  never  splits,  the  variety 
is  unusually  prolific,  and  the  plants  are  easy  to 
grow  and  propagate. 

MY  LOVE.  (Seedling).  The  finest  of  the  dark 
pinks.  A  prolific  variety  with  perfectly  formed 
flowers.  Produces  heavily  all  year.  The  best 
keeper  we  grow.  This  variety  is  no  longer  res¬ 
tricted.

OF  OCEAN  SPRAY 


The  cuttings  purchased  of  us  will  appear  as 
do  those  in  the  above  picture.  We  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  practise  of  cutting  half  the 
leaves  away. 

If  cuttings  are  not  sold  when  the  root  system 
is  developed  and  the  plants  are  ready  to  be  re¬ 
moved  from  the  sand,  they  are  thrown  away. 
They  are  never  allowed  to  remain  in  the  sand  a 
single  day  after  they  should  be  transplanted.  We 
root  over  500,000  cuttings  each  season. 

When  cuttings  leave  our  green  houses,  they 
are  free  of  rust,  spider,  aphis  and  every  other 
disease  and  pest  in  so  far  as  can  be  detected. 
We  absolutely  guarantee  that  every  cutting  sold 
by  us  is  exactly  as  represented  in  this  circular. 
If  you  find  them  otherwise,  we  will  cheerfully  re¬ 
place  them  or  refund  your  money.

TO  PURCHASERS  OF  MY  LOVE 

Believing  that  patents  on  carnations  at  pre¬ 
sent  are  of  small  benefit  to  the  originator  and 
a  drawback  to  the  trade,  we  have  practically 
cancelled  our  patent  rights  on  the  "My  Love" 
variety.  The  only  restriction  we  are  imposing 
is  that  the  sale  price  for  rooted  or  unrooted 
cuttings  be  not  less  than  $75.00  per  1000.  It 
may  be  grown  and  sold  unrestrictedly  without 
paying  a  royalty.  This  is  effective  on  and 
after  December  1,  193f,  and  applies  to  all 
purchases  past  and  present.
